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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 39-48, 55-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Waytena et al. 

Wayne et al do not disclose a plurality of exercise machines. 
However, Wayne et al disclose a computer (6) connected to a communication link (4), 
the computer comprising a user interface for scheduling future use (col. 4, lines 50 - et 
seq.). 

It would therefore have been obvious to use Wayne et al's system for scheduling 
the use of exercise equipment, as it is well known to schedule the use of exercise 
equipment in health clubs, and as Wayne et al's system lends itself to any type of 
scheduling. 

As for claims 40-8, 55-58, Wayne et al further disclose the user interface is 
usable to schedule the future use for a particular time (col. 4, lines 50 - et seq.), at least 
one exercise machine is reserved for use only by the exerciser based on the scheduling 
(col. 4, lines 50 - et seq), at least one reservation is reserved for a predetermined 
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period of time (col. 4, lines 50 - et seq), the computer generates a notification for the 
exerciser based on the scheduling (abstract). 
Furthermore, see MPEP 2144.03: 

In re Venner, 262 F.2d 91, 95, 120 USPQ 193, 194 (CCPA 1958) (Appellant 
argued that claims to a permanent mold casting apparatus for molding trunk pistons 
were allowable over the prior art because the claimed invention combined "old 
permanent-mold structures together with a timer and solenoid which automatically 
actuates the known pressure valve system to release the inner core after a 
predetermined time has elapsed." The court held that broadly providing an automatic or 
mechanical means to replace a manual activity which accomplished the same result is 
not sufficient to distinguish over the prior art.). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Roth et al disclose a computerized system for the design, 
execution, and tracking of exercise programs. 

Raven et al disclose a reservation system for a gaming machine. 

Mahoney et al disclose a reservation system for attractions or entertainment 
devices. 

Waytena et al disclose a reservation request apparatus.
